RUSSIANS HARD PRESSED.

London, July 20-The Datly Expross
publishes the followlng from CheFouo,
dated yesterday:

“The Russlans mre hard pressed
aroumnd New-Chwang, snid have been ex-
pelled fom TienChwang-Tal, the secne
uf the great fight during the Chinese
Japanese war, where they have sus-
talned heavy losses.

“They have also been compelled to
uhandon Tashichan by a large body of
Boxers and armed pessants. Here sgain
the Russians Jost beavlly, but It I8 re-
ported that they suceesded 1o killing 700
of thelr assallnnts, The Chinese have
eompletely demolished the rajliway north
of Tashichan,

“The Russians are now moving on
New-Cliwang.”

WE WOULD WITHDRAW.

the giving of the Chinese Minlster his pass-
porta wauld necessariiy be eguivalent to a
declaration of war by Russinn They point
out thnt savegal cases of the sart have oo
curred in our own himtory, notably that of
Lord Sackville West, without hostilitles hav-
ing ensued, They do not deny, however,
that under the present circumminnces the
act would ba much more grave ard might
be necepted as n declaration of war

It might, indeed, precipitate an interna-
tional confilet on a stupendoys soale. Rus-
ela’s Interests In China ars not so great by
far as those of the United Stares, which are
larger than any other nation’s with the ex-
coption of Great Britain.
